All of us at this office looked forward with much interest 
to the broadcast of the Osage Indian murder story which occurred on the 
15th instant, and I had taken peine to give the matterja JLittle local . 
publicity by having an item appear in two of the local newspapers* 


I regret to say that we were all very much disappointed in 
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manner in which the episode was dramatized did not do justice whatever 
to the facta of the investigation. Sheriff Kerve Frees, pawhuskc, whose 
pert was protrayed in the broadcast, is a big, upstanding western Sheriff, 
very active and aggressive, whereas his part as pictured in the broadcast 
would create in the minds of the listeners an impression that he was 
perhaps a little "dried-up runt", ignorant, fearsome and requiring to be 
led. I suspect that if Sheriff Freas listened to this broadcast, he will 
not hereafter have a very kindly feeling toward this Bureau* 


I realize that the subject matter of investigation was difficult 
to dramatize , but inasmuch as it is one of the most spectacular and im- 
portant cases ever hendled by this Bureau, I think much more favoreble 
publicity could have been had by having the story told by Agent Conroy 
along the same plans used by him in other stories Which he has put out 
over the radio, and to itiich I have listened with a great deal of interest 
end enthusiasm. I realize that the broadcasts by Agent Conroy do not reach 
one-tenth as many people as the N»B.C. broadcasts, but I wish to say that 
in my opinion the activities of the Bureau can be much more effectively 
brought out along the lines he uses than by the ^p^matization system as 
employed in the N.B.C. broadcast*

: Following the discovery ofoil in the Osage country of 
- Oklahoma, the "black gold rush" brought many of the worst :• 

' ^ criminals in the nation to that section to prey upon the newly 
rich Indians and, if profitable, to marry them. Duri ng a 
'period of recenf years many wealthy Osagp Indians cane~fo tie Sr 
• death in' a~mysteriou3 manner, and these outrages came tc a 
l > climic” with the deaths of Anna Brown, Henry Roan, and W. E. 

■ "Bill" Smith and family. Hie Osage Tribal Council and many 
business vEidn began to offer rewards for the solution of the 

; mysterious murders, and amateur detectives and many, so-called . 
"sleuths" made fruitless investigations which resulted^ in , 
nothing more than a destruction of many valuable "leads" and 
the loss of the confidence and cooperation of the citizens in 
‘ any kind of investigation. Such was the situation that con- * 
fronted Special Agents of the Bureau of Investigation, U. S. ■ 
Department of Justice, when they began the' investigation of 
the alleged murders. 

It was developed that a hunting party found the body of 
Anna Brown in a, ravine near Fairfax, Oklahoroa, a crude autopm/ 
indicating -that she had been shot through the craniuu from the 
rear; that Henry Roan, an Osage Indian, whoso body was found 
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death as a result of a gunshot wound; and thut the hoae of 

■ 1, E. "Bill" Smith had been completely demolished during the 
nigEt by VchargS of high explosive, which resulted in the 
death of Smith, his wife, wholwaS an Indian, and a servant girl. 

The attention of the Agents, who were searching for motives 

■ for the crimes, was directed toward W. K. "Bill" Htile, an 
unscrupulous prospector, who was known to have had in hi3 employ 
many reckless characters. It was learned that Anna Brora was 
the daughter of the Squaw, Lizzie who had two other daughter*;, 
llollle and Rita. Ttio latter was the wife of Bill Smith and 
Mollie wasjuarried to Earnest Burkhart , a nephew of Bill Hale. 
Lizzie Q. had acquired a large fortune, a3 had her children. 
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m r and .her daughter, Anna Brown, providing that the survivor of 
W « ■ ’•** the two wouI (1 Inherit the bulk of the other’s estate. It was 
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before the death of Lizzie Q,. that Anna Brown res found 
ered. apparently Rita Staiith alone stood between tho entire . 
rtune of the family and Burkhart* s wife, Mollie. Bill Snith 
saw the situation and began to discuss openly the possibilities 
Connected with the* death of Anna. Ho doubt it would be- beneficial 
to some one to dispose of asith and his wife. Such was the status 
of affairs when Staitb’s heme was blown up, resulting in the tragedy 
already described. The apparent plans were miscarried, however, 
when Smith survived his wife by a* few hours, and his wife’s estate 
went to a daughter of Smith by a former marriage. It was also 
learned that Bill Hale had a claim of $6,000.00 against Henry Root, 
one of the victims* After Roan's death it was discovered that Hale 
had insured Roan's life for $25,000.00, and that Hale was the 
beneficiary. , The insurance was not paid on account of fraud. 
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*» The Bureau of Investigation Agents continued their investiga- 
tion, winning the confidence and cooperation of the Indians, as 
well as the whites, mingling with the people^ ao medicine men, in- 
surance agents, aad gathering valuable information, until they ob- 
tained evidence sufficient to show that Hale was the siidter-nlnd 
behind these murders, in order to obtain far himself ana nephews 
the fortune of Lizzie Q. and her daughters, us well as the incur-, 
aace on the life of Henry Roan. The murders nad been brutal and 
in cold blood, and evidence was obtained showing that tht^ - were 
committed under the direction of Eale. 
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Every trick and device of resourceful attorneys had to be met 
at the trial. Witnesses committed perjury in their testimony, and 
many of the prosecution's witnesses were intimidated and threatened. 
However, on October 29, 1926, at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, William H.
